There  must  be  a  krt  of  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists  who  wonder  what 
goes  on  when  nwembers  of  their 
Historical  Commission  and  His¬ 
torical  Society  gather  for  a 
meeting.  They  probably  visual¬ 
ise  a  bunch  of  old  gents  tying 
l^ots  in  12-lnch  beards  as  they 
idjust  bifocals  Over  moth-eaten 
documents.  That  just  couldn't 
be  true  because  five  of  us  are 
ladies.

Among  the  variety  of  items 
on  the  July  16-18  agenda  in 
Nsshllle  was  a  panel  on  the 
forthcoming  Encyclopedia  of 
Southern  Baptists.  Mr.  Judson 
Allen,  one  of  the  editors  and,  in¬ 
cidentally,  a  definitely  young 
man,  described  fhe  encyclopedia 
as  “a  compromise  between  per¬ 
fection  and  reality.”  This 


brought  00-*  whoops  because  ev¬ 
erybody  interpolated  that  Jud¬ 
son  is  the  perfe^lonlst  and  Dr. 
Norman  Cox,  the  Commission's 
executive  secretary  who  can  run 
circles  around  any^  beaver,  is  the 
realist. 

Dr.  William  J.  Fallls,  weary 
editor  of  the  Broadman  Press, 
who  has  final  charge  of  the  1,- 
S00,000-word  manuscript,  obser¬ 
ved  dryly,  “H  you  think  four 
readings  will  correct  all  errors 
in  galleys,  you  don’t  have  a  very 
realistic  doctrine  of  sin.” 

Research  Required 

The  acormity  of  the  research 
for  the  encyclopedia  was  review¬ 
ed  by  Dr.  Lynn  May,  the  Com¬ 
mission's  research  director.  Dr. 
May  is  known  to  history  circles 
as  “The  Bird  Dog”  for  his  extra¬ 
sensory  ability  to  sniff  out  ma¬ 
terial. 

One  of  the  encyclopedia's  52 
area  editors  was  Dr.  Penrose  St. 
Amant,  professor  pf  church  his¬ 
tory  in  New  Orleans  Seminary. 
This  brilliant  young  scholar 
managed  to  describe  the  gigan¬ 
tic  undertaking  in  terms  that 
moved  even  the  Commission 
and  Society,  tvery  member  of 
which  had  sweated  over  some 
phase  of  the  work.  Said  Dr.  St. 
Amant,  "The  encyclopedia  will 
provide  a  definition  of  ourset 
vet  for  ourselves,  our  friends, 
our  critics.  It  is  a  spontaneous 
deflnitipn.J^  WlU  tell  of  our  cul¬ 
ture.  It  will  reveal  the  unity, 
not  uniformity,  of  Southern 
BaptisU.” 

Concluding  his  analysis,  Dr. 
St.  Amant  said,  "The  eneyelope- 
jlia  la  a  testimony  of  free  coop¬ 
eration  of  a  free  people  in  a  la¬ 
bor  of  love.  . . .
